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Premier Menahem Begin confers with Ylgael Barvltx and Ariel Sharon on Israel’s 
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earlier this month, saying it had 
-been politically motivated. 

But he was also sharp in criticiz- 
ing the Import of frozen beef which 
competes with local meat. “This ar- 
mada of ships has got to be 
stopped." he said. 

The finance minister appealed to 
the farmers to solve their problems 
by increasing efficiency. The 
Treasury, he said, is checking the 
structure of the various marketing 
and production boards and the 
government companies with a view 
to saving expenses. 

Local poultry and milk must be 
subsidized partially, Hurvltz 
suggested; by imposing a tax cm im- 
ported frozen beef and milk 
powder. . 

Sharon stressed that agriculture 
has an importance in Israel that 
transcends economic con- 
siderations, and this must be taken 
into account, be said. 

Sharon, clearly embarked on a 
long speech, was stopped In the 
middle by Finance Committee 
chairman Shlomo Lorlncz who ask- 
ed him to. keep his remarks short 
since time was running out. 

Insulted, Sharon Immediately sat 
dawn, saying, "U that’s the case, 

F ve flnished.” Going on to point out 
that this was his only opportunity to 
have his day in front of the finance 
minister. Sharon said,' "I’m not a 
member, of the economic cabinet, 
and f don't get such chances." 


But Hurvlts Immediately shot 
back, saying Sharon was welcome 
to appear, at the economic cabinet, 
“I’ll be pleased to share it with 
you.” he offered. 

Smoothed down by Lorincz’a 
assurance that he had meant no 
offence. Sharon then continued to 
speak. 

He objected, he said, to lumping 
all branches together as being 
equally In trouble, and urged the 
speeding up of legislation he has in- 
itiated to encourage agricultural In-, 
vestment. 

Hurvltz kept up the attack on the 
farmers by stressing tbe help they 
had received recently. He said this 
had included renewed loans to 
farmers, help to the flower 
growers, arid a halt to the import of 
frozen meat. 

AH the farmers had done, he said, 
was to rush through a price rise on 
fresh meat. 

He said he favoured agricultural 
planning, but not if it Involved sub- 
sidies. Production levels must be 
brought down, into line with die ab- 
sorptive capacity of the local 
market and the export trade. Xf this 
la ’not done, Hurvltz pointed out, 
there will be much wastage. 

Yehuda Sa'adi, of the 
Agricultural Centre, told the 
Knesset members that agriculture 
is protected in every country of the 
world.

"1 also told many European per- 
sonalities that the self- 
determination they call for will lead 
to a Palestinian state — another 
-idea which President Carter has 
always ruled out," Begin added. 

In the discussion. Amnon Linn 
iUkud-La'am) said that Begin's 
recognition of the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinians at Camp David 
provided the grounds for Egypt's 
present call tor self-determination. 
I When Linn demanded that the 
' plan to settle Jews Inside Hebron be 
dropped in order to obviate the 
threat of Inter-communal friction. 
Begin replied: "I shall discuss 
Hebron settlement in the cabinet 
only — not here." 

Committee* ch&lrman Moshe 
Arens said that vociferous protests 
in Israel about settlement in 
Hebron created the impression 
abroad of a national consensus 
against all settlement in the areas 
— which could not possibly be the 
Alignment's intention. 

Yosef Sarld (Labour) said Israel 
should demand it maintain control 
over foreign , affairs, security, and 
judicial matters in the autonomy, 
and waive its demands over all the 
rest. 

Abba Eban (Labour) said there 
would he no crisis in relations with 
Egypt if the autonomy talks did not 
end successfully before May 26. 
President Anwar Sadat had no 
desire to see his peace Initiative 
collapse, Eban believed. 

Danny Rosolio (Labour) said the 
government had not prepared 
Itself, or the nation, tor what might 
happen after May 26. 

Pessah Grupper (Llkud-

Trade deficit down 
by 3% in Jaiu-Feb.

Israel's trade deficit dropped by 3 
per cent In the first two months of 
the year, compared to January and 
February of 1979 — despite a 
massive increase in the cost of im- 
ported oil — according to data from 
the Central Bureau of Statistics. 

This year, the deficit amounted to 
3305m. But oil Imports accounted 
for about 40 per cent of the deficit 
for the comparable period last year 
— and 85 per cent for this year. 

The drop in the deficit was par- 
ticularly Influenced by February’s 
II per cent drop in consumer im- 1 
ports, compared to January. Ex- < 
ports for February increased by 12 
per cent over January, and the 
deficit decreased by 27 per cent 
over the previous month. 

J an uary -F ebruary imports totall- 
ed 3i,437b., an Increase of 24 per 
cent over the comparable period 
last year. Exports for the two 
months this year were 3983m., an 
increase of 47 per cent over the first 
two months of last year. 


Israel, Egypt move to 
bridge autonomy gap

In a dramatic turn of events, 
Israel and Egypt last night 
appeared to be moving towards 
reconciling their conflicts over 
the thorny issue of the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip 
autonomy amid signals of 
willingness on both sides to 
overlook controversial aspects. 

The two countries, together 
with the U.S., are scheduled to 
hold a ministerial-level con- 
ference in Alexandria next 
week to resume the autonomy 
negotiations which have been 
nearing a deadlock — barely 10 
weeks before the date set for 
their completion. 

In Cairo, President Anwar Sadat 
yesterday absolved his country 
from responsibility for negotiating 
the questions of Israel's 
settlements in the administered 
territories and its claim to water 
resources there, saying both issues 
were "the problem” of the self- 
governing authority he is seeking to 
promote in the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

Speaking to Egypt's medical 
association, Sadat said that what he 
is pursuing now is to abolish 
Israel's military administration, 
stressing that ending Israel's "oc- 
cupation" was his main concern. 

In Jerusalem, Israel’s chief 
autonomy negotiator Interior 


Minister iYosef Burg yesterday 
cabled 'Egyptian Premier 
Mustapha Khalil urging an 
accelerated negotiating process. 
He proposed that the sides work out 
an immediate timetable for the ear- 
ly creation of an autonomy ad- 
ministration as well as Its powers 
and responsibilities. This 
presumably in tbe light of Sadat's 
resolve not to plunge his country 
into negotiating such issues as 
borders. Settlements or sovereign- 
ty. 

Sadat yesterday conferred with 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter by 
phone at the latter’s initiative. This 
was the first exchange between 
them since the American leader 
disavowed his administration’s 
vote for a UN Security Council 
resolution demanding the removal 
of Israeli settlements in the 
territories. 

The Egyptian leader was 
reported to have insisted that the 
autonomy negotiations be wrapped 
up by May 26 — indicating that con- 
trary to Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin, he considered the date as 
constituting a firm deadline rather 
than a target date. 

Sadat earlier emphasized that 
Israel "must prove its intentions” 
by that time, noting that Jerusalem 
had fulfilled only "the first part of 
its obligations" by signing the 
peace treaty with Egypt. 

Sadat did not spell out what would 
happen if agreement was not reach- 
ed by then, but his Minister of State 
for Foreign Affairs, Butros Ghali, 


said that the "quality" of relations 
between tbe two countries would be 
affected. 

Begin yesterday told the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee that there was plenty of 
documentation to prove that May 26 
was never conceived as a final 
deadline, but only a target date. 
Israel has no need to get jittery 
about May 26, since its own ex- 
perience in the peace negotiations 
proved it was no tragedy if 
agreements took longer than 
scheduled. "Of course, I shall be 
happy if we can finish on May 26, 
but if not. we shall carry on." Begin 
said. 

Begin, reacting to earlier In- 
timations of deadlock on autonomy, 
warned that tbe talks may not be 
concluded by the May 26 target date 
unless Egypt dropped some recent 
demands that run counter to the 
Camp David peace accords; 

- The Egyptian demand for a 
legislative council for the 
autonomy, which was never men- 
tioned at Camp David, and which 
could conceivably declare West 
Bank independence. 

• The Egyptian insistence that 
East Jerusalem be a West Bank 
constituency which would be tan- 
tamount to a redevialon of 
Jerusalem. 

• The Egyptian demand that the 
Israel Defence Forces’ redeploy- 
ment in the West Bank and Gaza be 
subject to an agreement between 
Israel and the autonomy ad- 
ministration. 


...but cold shoulder to embassy in Cairo

CAIRO. — A policy paper reported- 
ly written by deputy foreign 
minister Butros Ghali, now cir- 
culating among senior Egyptian of- 
ficials, calls for Egypt to cast a 
deliberate chill over its month-old 
diplomatic relations with Israel in 
apparent retaliation for the hard- 
line stance on the autonomy 
negotiations. 

According to the policy paper, 
normalization of relations, in- 
cluding cultural contacts, the pace 
of tourism send .exchanges of jour- 
nalists will remain sluggish at best 
as long as the' autonomy talks are 
deadlocked. Officials have 
reportedly also been cautioned 
against non-official contacts with 
Israeli diplomats, and newspaper 
editors told to give only minimum 
coverage of Israeli embassy ac- 
tivities. 


EEC interim 
statement on . 
Mid-East due 

BRUSSELS (Reuter). — Leaders of 
the nine-nation European Com- 
munity (EEC) will issue 
statements on the Middle East and 
Afghanistan when they meet here 
at the end of the month, British 
Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington 
said yesterday. 

Lord Carrington, attending an 
EEC foreign ministers’ meeting in 
Brussels, told a news conference 
that both topics had been discussed 
privately by the ministers. He 
declined to go into details. 

Diplomatic sources said the sum- 
mit's Middle East statement would 
be designed to maintain momen- 
tum in the Nine's more Arab- 
oriented approach to the problem 
until the May 26 date set for 
progress towards Palestinian 
autonomy under the Camp David 
agreements. 

Britain, Ireland, West Germany 
and Belgium had already followed 
France in stating that any solution 
to the Middle East conflict must in- 
clude the Palestinian people's right 
to self-determination. 

Asked at the news conference on 
his proposal for a neutral 
Afghanistan, Lord Carrington said 
that it had been well received In the 
non-aligned world, but It would be 
wrong to assume that it could be 
carried out overnight. 


Although officials have avoided 
direct discussion of the diplomatic 
freeze, Ghali obliquely confirmed it 
in recent remarks to foreign cor- 
respondents in Cairo when he 
acknowledged that "the quality of 
normalization certainly will be 
affected" if there is no progress by 
the late May deadline. 

The Jerusalem Post has con- 
firmed that the embassy staff have 
got such a cold shoulder from the 
Egyptians during their first month 
of operation here that they have vir- 
tually been frozen out of Cairo’s 
usually busy diplomatic social cir- 
cuit. 

Ya’acov Perry, first secretary of 
the embassy, told The Post that the 
embassy staff has been accorded 
only the minimum official cordiali- 
ty that protocol requires. "Our 
social calendars are nothing like 
the Egyptian ambassador’s in Tel 
Aviv,” he said. 

The embassy staff has been in- 


vited to exactly one Egyptian 
"social" function, the wedding of a 
Foreign Ministry official's 
daughter. Ambassador Ellahu Ben- 
Elissar and his wife Nltza have 
attended only one dinner party, and 
that was hosted by Sal ah Nab ban, 
the businessman who represents El 
Al. 

A would-be American, hostess had 
to cancel another projected dinner 
for the Ben-EUssars when every 
prominent Egyptian she contacted 
rejected her invitation. At least 
some of the people invited, ap- 
parently took their lead from the 
' 1 GhfcU policy paper. 

The Cairo press has given 
minimal cover to the Israeli 
presence in Egypt, restricting its 
reports to the barest details of 
arrivals and departures, usually on 
the inside pages. Israeli journalists 
can still not be permanently ac- 
credited In Cairo, although

Terrorists given go-ahead

DAMASCUS. — Syria has given the 
Palestinian terrorists the green 
light to launch sabotage operations 
inside Israel through the Golan 
Heights, a Syrian official confirmed 
yesterday. 

The official, who refused to be 
identified, said Syrian President 
Hafez Assad has told terrorist 
leaders that thq Golan Heights, 
which separate Syria and Israel,

Tbe Palestinian terrorists have 
been forbidden to operate against 
Israel from bases within Syria 
since 1974, when UN truce 
observers were deployed along the 
cease-fire line in tbe Golan plateau.

However, while DM insiders were 
willing to concede that there may 
indeed be a secretariat majority for 
the move to topple the government, 
it is still far from clear how feelings 
would run In the DM Council, the 
party Institution that would have to 
moke the final decision, 

. It is also not clear whether all six 
DM MKs would abide by a council 
decision. Xf all do indeed eventually 
Join the opposition, the government 
would be loft with only 39 MKs. 
: However, only two n«ed go tbe 
' other way for the government to 
survive by the akin of Its teeth. 

. it is noted that MK Shlomo Ellahu 


has tong had his eye on Joining 
Herat, if made a deputy minister. 
He is said to be still ready to. make 
the move and Herat might be 
willing to pay the price at this junc- 
ture. Should Ellahu cross party 
lines, MK Shaflq Asad Is expected 
to join him. 

DM pundits point out, moreover, 
that the one person most likely to be 
upset by a move to pull the DM out 
of the coalition is Justice Minister 
Shmuel . Ta/nlr. Tamlr Is abroad 
and the fact that the move was 
taken In his absence is not insignifi- 
cant. as he is considered the most 
stalwart supporter of continued DM 
membership In the cabinet. 

Those close, to him already serv- 
. cd notice that he would fight the 
attempt to force the party out of the 
coalition. Tamir’s people sought to 
reassure sources close to the prime 
minister of their loyalty. Tamlr is 
scheduled to return on Saturday 
night. 

Tamlr, a former leading Herat 
member, has long been Interested 
In a return to the Likud. Sources 
close to him feel that a stormy con- 
frontation within the DM might fur- 
nish him with the pretext to switch 
Allegiance.

Menahem Begin buries old political 
hatchets, Tamlr Is likely to bring 
another Free Centre alumnus with 
him.

The group which demands that 
the DM quit the cabinet Is not of a 
single political colour. Some like 
secretary-general Agranot would 
like to team up with Finance 
Minister Ylgael- Hurvltz 's La'am 
faction In the Likud. Others like Ell 
Ey&l are toying with the idea of 
creating a new centrist party which 
would include Shai, Liberal defec- 
tors, the Independent Liberal Party 
and others. 

Yadin himself made It clear that 
he will strenuously campaign 
against attempts to make the DM 
quit. "I loo am not overly happy 
with the way the government has 
been functioning, but I do not agree 
with my colleagues that it has 
rcnchcd the end of the road. Theirs 
is not a specific but a general dis- 
satisfaction. To my mind this 
government has some very great, 
and. too frequently overlooked, 
Achievements. The problem is that 
there are cabinet members whose 
behaviour mars the government’s 
Image." 


ROME (Reuter). — Red Brigades 
terrorists shot dead a supreme 
court magistrate in a crowded 
Rome bus yesterday, and police 
, feared the attack could be the start 
of a fresh chapter In the gang's self- 
proclaimed war against the state. 

Girolamo Minervinl, 60. a deputy 
attorney general In Italy’s highest 
court, was hit at least five times by 
two gunmen who stalked him on his 
way to work. 

A 1 6-year-old boy, sitting next to 
him on the packed rush-hour bus, _ 
was hit in the buttocks by a stray' 
bullet, but was not seriously hurt. 

A caller to an Italian news agency 
claimed responsibility for the 
murder in the name of the Red 
Brigades, who police now suspect 
are to blame for the killing of three 
senior magistrates in the past 


month. 

Prof. Vittorio Bachelet, a friend 
of popes and effective head of the 
Italian maglstrature, was shot dead 
in Rome last month. On Sunday the 
public prosecutor of Salerno was 
killed outside his home on the se- 
cond anniversary of the fatal kid- 
napping of former Premier Alda 
Mora, the Brigades' most promi- 
nent victim. 

Police sources In Salerno said 
they found a Brigades leaflet last 
night threatening a renewed cam- 
paign against magistrates, police 
and prison guards, whom the 
terrorists termed "instruments of 
the state to fight the proletariat." 

Minervinl, married with two 
grown children, was the ninth 
magistrate to be killed by terrorists 

since 1974. 


Vance confirms foreign aid cuts

‘Mabat’ draws two million viewers

About two million Israelis watch 
"Mabat” news on TV "from time to 
time" and 1.25 million stay up 
"from time to time" to watch 
"Almost Midnight." 

These statistics were disclosed in 
the most recent survey conducted 
for the Broadcasting Authority by 
the Israel Institute for Applied 
Social Research and the Hebrew 
University's Communications 
Institute. 

Seventy- five per cent of Israelis 
over the age of 30 in the four biggest 
cities watch "Mabat” on any given 
night, the survey found. This figure 
compares with 02 per cent who said 


so last year. But since the earlier 
survey, was taken by the Central 
Bureau of Statistics, which used a 
different kind of sample and asked 
slightly different questions, the two 
surveys ore not scientifically com- 
parable. 

According to the latest poll, about 
1.4 million viewers so far have 
watched at least one show from the 
new series "Free Admission," a bi- 
weekly discussion programme. 

Meriny Pe’er’s “The Good Hour" 
on Friday nights has proved very 
popular, with 83 per cent of the 
viewers — 1.6 million people, 
wAtching at least occasionally, and 
half of those watching It every time.

Army bars Gush from Sinai dunes

The army yesterday foiled an 
attempt (to establish an unauthoriz- 
ed settlement in the sand dunes of 
North Sinai several kilometres 
from 'the Egyptian border, as 
reporter briefly yesterday. 

The group, belonging to Gush 
Emunlm. had planned to settle 
some 500 metres from Atzmona, 
which the Gush established illegal- 
ly in March 1979. Supporters In 
North Sinai moshavim on Sunday' 
delivered components for showers 
and three wooden shacks. 

The squatters, calling themselves 
the Hezron group, arrived yester- 
day morning. There were conflic- 
ting reports on how many people 
were involved. A government 
source said 20 , but one of the 
organizers said there were 60 to 70, 
including four families.

jeeps and commandcars reported 
the group’s movements. A short 
while later the area commander 
arrived at Atzmona. and. told the 
would-be settlers he w 9 uld.send.in i ( 
troops unless they left' peacefully. 

The Gush members yielded. “We' 
, didn't want a confrontation with the 
army,” an organizer told The 
Jerusalem Post.

Sadat defends normalization with Israel

CAIRO. — President Anwar Sadat 
yesterday declared that Egypt will 
continue normalizing relations with 
Israel, but hinted that the intensity 
of ties might hinge on the ac- 
complishment of an overall Middle 
East settlement. 

Sadat dismissed as "clowning” 
Arab opposition here and In 
neighbouring countries to the es- 
tablishment of ties with Israel and 
pledged that the normalization of 
relations would not be reversed. 

The Egyptian leader was speak- 
ing to the ' medical ' association, 
which is one of several professional 
unions, including the bar' associa- 
tion and the general workers 
federation, which has decided to 
boycott Israel until the achieve- 
ment of a comprehensive Middle 
East settlement. 

Some of these associations have 
been hoisting the flag of the 


Palestine Liberation Organization 
since Israel’s ambassador to Cairo, 
Eliahu Ben-Eliss&r, presented his 
credentials to Sadat on February 
26. 

In an hour-long speech. Sadat 
played down the significance of nor- 
malization and the presence of an 
Israeli flag in -Cairo, accusing his 
opponents at home of "wasting 
people’s time." . . 

"Normalization is nothing new, 
just one of the. commitments Israel 
and Egypt undertook when they 
signed the peace treaty.” he said. 

"The Israeli flag. So what? We 
put up the Palestinian flag at the 
Mena House in December 1977, and 
if the Palestinians had come (to the 
peace conference) , they could have . 
forced the whole world, including 
Israel, to recognize them. of- 
ficial# ” 

Sadat's opponents abroad also 
came in for attack. He called 
Libya's Muammar Gaddafi a "mad 


No-confidence bid beaten; 
opposition motion wins

By a vote of 55-46 the Knesset 
yesterday defeated a no-confidence 
motion presented by Geula Cohen 
(Tehiya). The Alignment and all 
other opposition factions supported 
the motion. 

Cohen said that every day the 
Likud continued in power was 
another step towards "total 
collapse." She demanded im- 
mediate elections, and urged toe 
National. Religious- Party to force 
-the government to ga to the coun- 
try. 

Replying, Minister without Port- 
folio Moshe Nlssim denied Cohen's 
charge that Israel was becoming 
more and more dependent on the 
U.S. 

"We have stood up to the U J3. and 
shall continue to do so,” he said. He 
asserted that it was because of 
Israel's firm stand that efforts to 
amend Security Council resolution 
242 had failed. 

If Israel was now isolated, Nlssim 
said. It was because the smell of oil 
was in the nostrils of the European 
states now demanding "self- 
determination" for the 


Palestinians. 

The coalition, however, suffered 
a narrow defeat in the House 
yesterday in connection with the oc- 
cupation of the former Hadassah 
hospital in Hebron by a group of 
women from Kiryat Arba. 

Yosai S&rid (Alignment) charg- 
ed, in a motion for the agenda, that 
the troubles In. Hebron had begun 
when the women moved into the 
-Hadassah building,- and- that the 
. government now did nofckTKjvr how 1 
tb give up the whole idea of 
"populating Hebron'’* with 1 • Jews’’- 
without losing face. 

Nlssim replied that the women 
were squatters and by rights should 
be evicted. He denied, however, 
that the cabinet had derided to do 
that, and contented himself with the 
statement that "the government 
holds that all settlement in Eretz 
Yisrael is to be accomplished only 
in accordance with government 
decision."-. 

By a vote of 36-35, Sarid's motion 
was referred to committee. All 
coalition members present voted -to 
strike the bill from the agenda — ■ 
but there weren’t enough of them In 
the chamber. 


House committee votes 
to deny funds to Tehiya .

The Knesset House Committee 
voted yesterday to deny payment of 
"current expenses" to the Tehiya- 
Banai faction of Moshe Shamir and 
Geula Cohen. 

The vote was 12-8, with the 
minority consisting ot the Align- 
ment and the National Religious 
Party. Three Likud members who 
planned to vote for the financing 
were replaced by the faction for 
yesterday's session. They are HQlel 
Seidel, Yitzhak Yltzhakl and Am- 
non Linn. 

It is learned that at the Likud fac- 
tion meeting on Monday, when it 
was decided to vote against. 
Tehiya’s request, the main argu- 
ment was that any funds received 


by that faction would tie used 
against the Likud. 

Tehiya thus Is the only faction 
that does not benefit from the 
"current expenses" provided for in 
the PoliUcal Parties Financing 
Law. The present allocation is over 
IS6.000 per month per MK. 

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
has expressed the opinion — first to 
former Speaker Yitzhak Shamir 
and more recently to the House 
Committee — that under the law 
Tehiya Is not entitled to current 
financing. 

Tehiya now plans to go back to 
the High Court of Justice with its 
petition. The court previously 
referred the faction to the House 
Committee because it had not ex- 
hausted all other opportunities 
within, the Knesset. 


Likud seeks to up election barrier

The Likud has launched an in- 
itiative to raise the voting threshold 
parties must cross during elections 
to the Knesset from the traditional 1 
per cent to 2 H per cent. 

This higher threshold would 
mean that the smallest party in the 
House would have three MKa in- 
stead of one as at present. All those 
parties falling to cross the 
threshold would therefore not be 
represented in the Knesset, should 
the Likud plan go through.

If. not, he . would wait till 
summer. 

Labour and Mapam are known to 
be discussing Corfu’s idea, with 
some Labour men maintaining that 
2 % per cent is too high:. Labour’s

Post: "Corfu's plan will not get 
Labour support."

to discus# the workers' salaries, the 
source added. 

The municipality's deficit is caus- 
ed by the government’s failure to 
transfer to Tel Aviv ISCOm. tor 
education, health and welfare ser- 
vices. the source said. 

Moreover, the Income tax 
authorities last week appropriated 
ISlfim. out of the IS40m. which the 
municipality owes them, thus leav- 
ing the city’s coffers empty, he add- 
ed. 


Caradon holding talks here, in Jordan

TEL AVIV. _ The IDF has failed to 
control widespread thefts of 
weapons from soldiers and army 
bases, and thousands of stolen 
weapons are now In the hands of the 
public, Tat-Alul Baruch Arbel, of 
the military police, told The 
Jcrtixnlem Post yesterday. 

Arbel said that some of the stolen 
weapons find their way to criminals 
who “order" them for armed 
robberies. Some weapons reach the 
country's Arab population, which 
Arbel termed grave danger. In the 
future, it may lead to very unplea- 
sant situations. But all our efforts to 
prevent the phenomenon have 
failed." 

Arbel said that apart from arms 
held by IDF soldiers, “tens of thou- 
sand of weapons are in the hands of 
border settlements, guard com- 
panies, the Civil Guard, reserve 
soldiers and others.” He said this 
made it very difficult to ensure 
complete control. 


Chief-of-Staff Rav Aluf Rafael 
Eltan receives a weekly report on 
stolen or lost weapons and & senior 
military source told The Poet that 
Eltan personally handles almost 
every case and instructs subor- 
dinates on how they are to deal with 
them. 

The source said Eltan has made 
changes in regulations tor guarding 
armouries, and large sums have 
been invested to step-up control. 

According to Arbel, IDF troops 
manage to lose one weapon a day in 
the various bases, mostly because 
of negligence. But there are alio 
many cases of loss during military 
exercises. 

The IDF has no registration of 
weapons according to the units in 
which they are held. Sometimes, 
when a weapon is found, IDF 
authorities are unable to locate the 
unit from which it was taken. 

A recent suggestion to register 
weapons by unit and computerize 
the information was rejeoted 
for budgetary reasons.

Israeli lawyer carries defence 
of freed terrorist to Istanbul 


ISTANBUL (AP). — An Israeli 
lawyer claimed yesterday that the 
Israeli military authorities had 
“unjustly" sentenced a Turkish lef- 
tist activist to seven years im- 
prisonment in 1B73 on charges of 
belonging to the Fatah Palestinian 
'terrorist group. 

Falk Bulut, now 30, escaped from 
a Turkish military crackdown on 
leftist extremists in 1972 and sought 
refuge In a Fatah training camp in 
northern Lebanon. 

Bulut was not a terrorist, lawyer 
Lea Tsemel, who has often defend- 
ed people accused of security 
offences, told a press conference In 
the Justice Palace here. Tsemel, 
who defended Bulut in his 1973 trial, 
claimed then that he had not joined 
the Fatah out of conviction, but 
because on his escape from Turkey 
had no where else to turn. She said 
he had never Intended carrying out 
hostile acts against Israel. 


Bulut was captured, with minor 
gunshot wounds, following an 
Israeli commando raid in February 
1973. 

The military court at Lod 
sentenced him to seven years in 
prison on charges of membership in 
an illegal organisation and taking 
part in military training with a 
view to harming the state. 

Bulut completed hls seven-year 
term last Friday and flew to Istan- 
bul. accompanied by Tsemel and an 
Israeli security agent. 

Turkish airport police im- 
mediately detained him and banded 
him over to the detectives of the 1st 
Section, which has jurisdiction over 
political offences. 

Tsemel charged that Bulut was 
taken Into custody on the basis of a 
statement entered in hls passport. 
Issued Ln Tel Aviv, declaring him 
“an international terrorist/'

revolt in El Salvador 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador 
(API — Left-wing 1 militants turned 
a general strike Into a bloody upris- 
ing on Monday against the civilian- 
mtlitary junta, battling 
forces throughout this small Cen- 
tral American country. 

Officials said at least 53 persons 
had been killed in gunflghts and 
bombings, but other reports from 
witnesses said the death toll could 
he much higher. 

An undetermined number of 
students occupied the University of 
San Salvador and carried on & 
sporadic gun battle with policemen 
and soldiers surrounding the fenced 
campus. No casualty figures were 
given for the fighting there, but one 
youth who fled during the afternoon 
said: “There are many dead and 
wounded.* 1 

Clashes were also reported Ln a 
number of provincial cities and 
towns. 

Targets of a bomb blitz early 
Monday were government 
agricultural offices. A powerful 
bomb damaged the five-storey 
building of the Agriculture Ministry 
In San Salvador and police said 
there were explosions in most of the 
agricultural offices in the country's 
14 districts. They called the bom- 
bings a synchronized terrorist 
operation, but said there were no 
casualties. 

No group, left or right, claimed 
responsibility for the bombings. 


San Salvador was paralyzed 
throughout the day by a general 
strike called by leftist 
organizations seeking to overthrow 
the civilian-military junta that has 
ruled since a coup on October 15 
removed the right-wing govern- 
ment of President Carlos Humberto 
Romero. 

There were reports that right- 
wing extremists, who oppose the 
junta because of its land distribu- 
tion programme and other reform 
policies, also were engaged In some 
of the fighting. The U.8. declared 
support of the land plan and said 
some of the 500m. In U.S. aid plann- 
ed for El Salvador could be used to 
carry it oat. 

But Amnesty International, the 
London-based human rights 
organization, issued a report Mon- 
day accusing the government of us- 
ing the land-reform programme as 
a pretext to attack peasants and 
charging that men, women and 
children have been murdered and 
exiled from their homes. 

Left-wing organizations seeking 
to establish a socialist regime have 
been blamed for moat of the mass 
demonstrations and street battles 
that have taken hundreds of Uvea 
since October. Right-wing death 
squads have been increasingly ac- 
tive in recent months and are 
believed responsible for the deaths 
of scores of persons who were ab- 
ducted and shot and their bodies 
discarded in the streets.

Castro offers 
Bogota rebels 
Cuba refuge 


BOGOTA (Reuter). — Cuban 
leader Fidel Castro has suggested 
that the guerrillas in the Bogota 
Embassy siege be allowed to fly to 
Havana with their hostages and 70 
fellow-leftists they want released 
from jail. 

The Colombian Government on 
Monday night published a message 
from Castro to President Julio Tur- 
bay Ayala, offering this as a possi- 
ble solution to the embassy 
stalemate. 

The Colombian President said the 
offer was cordial and friendly, and 
be would bear it In mind, the 
government said. 

The 11 ambassadors; including 
Ellahu Barak of Israel, two charges 
d'affaires, and about 16 others In 
the embassy yesterday completed 
their 20th full day as captives of the 
M-19 radical guerrilla group.

Uganda gags press 
on Tanzania 


KAMPALA, Uganda (API. — 
Ugandan Information Minister 
Albert PIcho Owiny has ordered the 
country’s press not to question the 
legality of the ruling Uganda 
National Liberation Front (UNLF) 
or the presence of Tanzanian troops 
in Uganda. 

The government-run “Uganda 
Times" said Owiny, in a meeting 
with editors, reiterated the 
government’s commitment to press 
freedom, but called on them to “re- 
examine our role and look at 
ourselves as Ugandans, not as in- 
struments of other forces outside. 

“Some of you may represent 
various interests in the UNLF, but 
you can’t question the very basis of 
your existence in society.” 


Several independent newspapers 
have recently severely criticized 
the presence of Tanzanian troops in 
Uganda, terming them “an army of 
occupation." 

Meanwhile, Tanzanian troops 
and police looted bouses. and then 
set them ablaze during a search for 
the killers of a Tanzanian officer 
and five Ugandan civilians. Kam- 
pala residents have claimed. The 
Tanzanians have been in Uganda 
since they helped Ugandan forces 
oust Idi Amin last June. 


Botha’s multi-race parley 
won’t consider apartheid 


CAPE TOWN (Reuter). — South 
African Prime Minister Pieter 
Botha said in an interview publish- 
ed yesterday that a multiracial ' 
national conference he had propos- 
ed would not consider constitutional 
changes in apartheid. 

In a major policy speech two 
weeks ago, Botha said he would es- 
tablish what he called a “states 
conference*' involving the coun- 
try's voteless black majority, the 
coloured (mixed race) and Indian 
population, as well as the ruling 
whites, to discuss matters affecting 
South Africa. 

But he told the Cape Town 
Afrikaans-language newspaper 


“Die Burger:” “It will have 
nothing whatever to do with con- 
stitutional futures and national con- 
ventions.” 

The wrongful Impression had 
been created that he had made a 
new policy announcement which 
would imply that urban blacks 
would have a say ln the con- 
stitutional future of whites, Botha 
told the newspaper. 

But although Botha said the 
states conference would have no 
. constitutional role, he did Indicate 
that urban blacks outside the black 
homelands would be able to take 
part in it. 


Fire kills nine in London hostel 


LONDON (Reuter). — Nine elderly 
destitute women died yesterday 
when fire swept through & hostel 
run by Roman Catholic nuns In 
north London. 

Flames and smoke were pouring 
out of the top windows of the three- 
storey building within minutes 
after the blaze started at dawn. 

Screaming women leaped from 
the terrace house, but the others 


were trapped on the top floor and 
died from asphyxiation, firemen 
said. Three women were also in- 
jured. 

A fire officer said the hostel was 
run by the Sisters of Charity, 
followers of the Nobel Peace Prize- 
winner Mother Theresa of Calcutta. 

Ruling out arson, he said the 
blaze was believed to have started 
in a ground floor blanket cupboard. 


Bomb attempt on life of Franco aide 


MADRID (API. — Terrorists ex- 
ploded a bomb yesterday in an 
attempt to assassinate Maj. Gen. 
Fernando Esquivias, a former aide- 
de-camp to dictator Francisco 
Franco, narrowly missing the 
general but killing his armed 
soldier escort on a downtown 
Madrid street. 

Police said a guard, waiting for 
Esquivias to walk to bis car, was 


killed instantly by a powerful bomb 
placed under a motorbike tied to & 
lamppost. 

Esquivias '3 son told reporters, 
“My father certainly would have 
been killed if he had taken only two 
steps more.” 

Police declined to speculate on 
the culprits' identity but suspicion 
immediately turned to the Basque 
separatist organization ETA.;

He- was* 
saddened at what he felt was a 
process of' self-alien'atfpn in 
Western culture, ' 'Indifference 
toward oneself and toward 'others* 1 
and recommended a return to a 
simpler lifestyle. 

He sympathized with 
“humanitarian" forms of' religion 
as expressed in the teachings of 
Jesus and Buddha and in Jewish 
and Christian mystics, but opposed 
what he viewed as “authoritarian” 
forms of religion, citing Lutheran 
and Calvinist Protestantism^ . 

A native of Frankfurt, and the son 
of a Jewish businessman, Fromm 
emigrated to the U.S. following the 
1933 Nazi takeover in Germany. 

He lectured at several’ American 
universities, including Columbia,- 
Yale and New. York University, and : 
for several years was profetftor at 
the National University of Mexico. 
He settled in Mur alto, outside 
Locarno, in the late : 1960s,: and is 
survived by his third wife. Anniue 
Freeman Fromm.

But a State Department 
spokesman said one consular of- 
ficial told him, "We Ye flipping over 
backwards for the Iranian religious 
minorities." 

In tact, one State Department of- 
ficial sold It is estimated that half of 
all the visas Issued to Iranians since 
the Khomeini government took 
over have gone to religious 
minorities. 

There is some consideration now, 
officials noted, to allowing some of 
those Iranians still wishing to enter 
the U.S. to do so as "parolees," to 
get around the sensitive issue of 
calling them refugees. 


THE LATEST collapse in 
negotiations for the release of the 
Approximately 60 American 
hostages in Teheran triggered a 
barrage ot queries about the status 
of Iranian students, and the highly 
publicized administration promise 
to oust most Iranian diplomats. 

Only 700 of about 10,000 Iranian 
students who refused to report, as 
ordered, to immigration officers for 
a visa check late last year have 
been found so far this year, officials 
said. And more than half the 226 
Iranian diplomats who were sup- 
posed to leave the country couldn't 
be located either, they added. 

To date, more than 800 students 
who were found to be deportable 
because ot flaws In their visas have 
applied for political asylum In the 
U.S. sather than return to Iran. Im- 
migration officials said.

THE ESTABLISHMENT, of this 
j\ theatre is one of the subjects In the 
“ cultural field analysed by Dr. L. 
Hlrszowics in a research report on 
recent developments In Soviet 
Jewry- issued by the Institute of 
Jewish Affairs of the Worid Jewish 
Congress. . 

He suggests that this was one of 
several small Soviet gestures in 
' response to pressure from abroad; 

Other Jewish theatres seem to have 
■' benefited. He mentions another 
professional group; -the -Moscow 
Jewish Dramatic Ensemble, -which 
gave IS performancea In Moscow 
last summer (which would con- 
tradict- the headline in.- "The 
- Times"). 

The Yiddish -monthly . "Sovetish 
Heymland," now has a Russian and 
English summary, but the number 
of copies printed has dropped from 
10,000 to 7,000. Publication of Yid- 
dish fiction and poetry continues in 
a modest way, though in somewhat 
greater quantity than previously. 
Publication of a Ylddiah-Jtossian 
dictionary has been announced for 


1980. 

A Yiddish textbook has also been 
published. However, although an 
officially' recognized Soviet 
language, Yiddish has not been 
tab ght; anywhere — either in 
W Schools or^bi publlccourBesr- since 
^ 2948. Mqr,CP v ^r«;HirszowicZ points 
out. gestures In the Yiddish field 
help the Soviet authorities to avoid 
the real issues: providing cultural 
facilities -in Russian, which is the 
language of most Soviet Jews, and 
the opportunity to learn Hebrew, 
for which there is a growing de- 
mand. 

The Soviet, authorities have also 
made some'ean cessions in the field 
of Jewish religious activity. , In 
addition to . permitting a few 
students to study at the Budapest 
rabbinical seminary, they have 
also permitted some to study in the 
West, notably At Yeshiva Universi- 
ty In NewYork. 

TURNING TO Blrohldjan, 
Hirszowicz. writes that there seems 
to be a move to upgrade its position. 
It Is once agato- being presented as 
the Soviet Jewish national home, as 
It was in the 2930s. 

. On the subject of anti-Semitism, 
Hirszowicz finds evidence 'of the 
persistence and growth of dis- 
crimination in the field of educa- 
tion. In 1979 Moscow State Universi- 
ty, one of Russia's largest univer- 
sities, admitted only three new 


Jewish students to the study of 
physics and only one to 
mathematics! 

There has also been a bumper 
crop of anti-Zionist publications. 
These include' not only books deal- 
ing primarily with Israeli policies 
(Including a translation of "They 
are' My Brothers" by Felicia 
Langer), but also many in which 
Israel and the Middle East play 
only a minor role. About 20 such 
books appeared last year — some 
with scholarly pretensions, others 
works_ of fiction. 

The* •visit- ^o- 1 Russia of the U.S.- 
Presidential Commission on the 
Holocaust coincided with a new 
propaganda outburst alleging that 
the Zionists collaborated with the 
Nazis to exterminate the Jews. An 
art exhibition In Minsk included a 
painting of a pile of naked Russian 
corpses In a concentration camp 
with a helmeted Nazi officer and a 
Jewish camp orderly wearing a 
Magen David, standing oyer them 
and grinning with satisfaction. 

Hirszowicz suggests various 
theories to account for the lnten- 
sifed anti-Zionist propaganda. One 
is that developments in Jsrael- 
Egyptian relations have angered 
the Russians- and they feel they 
have to play up the dangerous 
enemy, "international Zionism." 
Another is that It is meant to dis- 
courage emigration hy Intimidating 
Jews (but this would seem to be 
counter-productive ) . 


More likely is the theory that the 
authorities are trying to offset the 
effects of the Increased Jewish 
emigration by blackening the 
emigrants and all associated with 
them In the eyes of the general 
Soviet population.

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A SPECIAL TYPE of fracture, due 
to mfid or moderate direct trauma, 
occurs only in children. Known as a 
"greenstick," this is a break in 
which the crack doesn't extend 
through the surface layer of the 
bone.

If the broken ends are notproper- 
!y aligned after the' break — 
something which could Interfere 
with satisfactory healing — this has 
to be remedied as soon as possible. 
This is called reduction of the frac- 
ture and Is aimed at restoring the 
-bone ends, as near os possible, to 
their normal relationship. When 
necessary, reduction can often be 
done by skilful manipulation of the 
broken ends under the skin, usually 
under anaesthetic. .. Sometimes 
reduction is obtained by a more 
sustained traction on the bone. In 
more complicated fractures, aur- 


IN SOME simple fractures the sur- 
rounding tissues, ligaments' and 
muscles, provide, by themselves, 
sufficient natural Immobilisation of 
the fracture and no additional help 
is needed. Fractures of the ribs, 
collar-bone, and the long bones of 
the hands and feet, which don't in- 
volve joints, often fit into, this 
category. However, fractures of 
certain other small bones do re- 
quire prolonged Immobilization in 
plaster to ensure adequate healing. 
Indeed, one small bone in the wrist, 
the scaphoid, may never heal 
properly without the rest a plaster 
Imposes on the joint. 

If alignment of a broken bone has 
been good and immobilization 
satisfactory to allow healing, then 
in later years it is .often difficult to 
identify the site of an old fracture. 
This la especially true of childhood 
breaks in which the bone at the site 
of the break is in Ume reshaped, or 
remodelled, almost perfectly back 
to normal. In adults some mild 
residual deformity may remain as 
a witness to the past injury- 

The fractures my two kibbutz 
patients sustained in the snow are 
among the commonest that occur. 
Gila's is probably the most frequent 
fracture of all In those over 40. She 
will have her arm in plaster for at 
least six weeks and after that will 
undergo a course of physiotherapy 
to ‘‘reactivate** her wrist and 
fingers.

Joint German-Israeli research

West Germany Is currently con- 
ducting more than 80 Joint research 
projects with Israel, which means 
thnrt, after the U.S.. Zarael Is the 
Federal Republic's biggest partner 
in research. 

This is how Dr. Volker Hauff, 
German Federal Minister for 
Research and Technology, describ- 
ed the work of his ministry in rela- 
tion to thts country. He was here as 
a guest of Energy Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'l. who had Invited' him some 
time ago when the two met in 
Belgrade. 

Hauff. who left Israel yesterday, 
packed into his three- and-a-half 
day visit a BO- minute interview with 
Premier Menahem Begin, and talks 
with Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir, Hletadrut Secretary* 
General Yerohara Meshel, opposi- 
tion leader Shimon Peres, and, of 
course, host Moda'l. 

His talks with Moda’l centred on 
"t oeg vo m Oei, ” finding ways of 
getting "away from oil" as a source 
of energy. They also touched on the 
fields of bio- technical and medical 
sciences, hydroculture, material 
sciences and physics. 
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Special emphasis will be put on 
Joint research in solar energy and 
in new technology as It applies to 
developing countries , the two 
ministers decided. 

At the Welxmapn Institute Hauff 
announced the foundling of the 
Albert Einstein Centre for 
Theoretical Physics, which his 
ministry Is funding with an annual 
grant of about DMl.Bm. The centre 
will invite theoretical physioista for 
long-term research and will 
organize interdisciplinary 
workshops. 

At Tel Aviv University, Hauff an- 
nounced a gift of DMBOQ.oao for the 
Institute for German History, 
which la dlreoted by Prof. Walter 
Grab. 

Assistance to the Hebrew Univer- 
sity was expressed through a grant 
of DM200,000 for Its Chair for 
Modern German History, currently 
-held by Dr. Moehe Zimmerman. 

On behalf of hla colleague. 
Education and Science Minister 
Elans Juergen Sehraude, Hauff also 
announced the creation of a chair at 
the Hebrew University’s Einstein 
Institute of Mathematics. 

In reply to a question about possi- 
ble tri-lateral scientific cooperation 


between West Germany, Egypt and 
Israel, Hauff said that his govern- 
ment would support any effort aim- 
ed at normalizing relations. He' 
stressed, however, that no such 
move has been initiated so far. 

Germany'a Ministry for 
Research and Technology 1 
developed out of the 1958 Ministry] 
for the Peaceful Exploitation of the 1 
Atom. When Volker Hauff took over) 
the ministry In 1978, he became at 
37 the Federal Republic's youngest! 
minister. _ . 

The ministry today has a budget 
of about DMflb. It deals with the im- 
provement of the economy through 
Industrial research and the raising 
of general living standards! 
something ministry spokesman 
Thilo Schmidt described as "die 
Humarli&ierung der Arbeit," — 
humanizing labour. 

To encourage ecological 
research, the ministry matches 
every Deutschmark spent in that 
area by a university or Industrial 
enterprise. Atomic research is de- 
emphasized today. Schmidt said. 
Nevertheless, about one third, of fLll 
research funds go for work in 
energy sources other than oil.

The need to plan for export

TEL AVIV. — If you don't invest in 
export-oriented industries today, 
you cant expect to reap the fruits in 
another few years, Naftali 
Bhnnenthal, director-general of the 
Soar industrial complex, yesterday 
told several hundred senior of- 
ficials of the concern, the country's 
largest, which exports about one- 
quarter of all its goods. 

Blumenthal attacked the 
government's present policy of 
holding hack on such investments, 
pointing out thatlf 1979 was a fairly 
good year for exporta, this was 
because these exports were the out- 
come of planning done a few years 
earlier.

■ Teda- is responsible for the com- 
tnercial development of inventions 
of Weixmann Institute researchers. 

Koor Foods' is building 20.000 
sq.m., of shallow, alga-growing 
ponds near Eilat, and a small pilot 
staff Is now raising experimental 
quantities of algae. Processing of 
the -harvested, pasty biomass takes 
- place - at - the company's major 
facilities in .Haifa. 

Eventually, Dunaliella may also 
serve as a source of laboratory 
biochemicals, including chlorophyll, 
fatty acids, steroids, vitamins, and 
enzymes.

are concentrating on the biological 
problems associated with algae 
growth. They are determining the 
best conditions for raising the 
plant, and for this purpose ex* 
pcrlmental growth ponds have been 
Installed on the roof of one of the 
Welzmann Institute’s laboratory 
buildings. ■ 

Because Dunaliella thrives on 
saline water, it can be easily raised 
on large barren tracts In semi-arid 
.regions, areas which often have 
easily accessible sources of sea or 


brackish water and which are not 
suitable for ordinary agriculture. 

The Rehovot Investigators point 
out some of the advantages of using 
Dunaliella algae for protein produc- 
tion. Plants of this genus, unlike 
most algae, have no cell walls, 
making the protein feed derived 
from them easier to digest by 
livestock and fish. Additionally, the 
product is similar In quality to that 
obtained from soybeans, presently 
one of the most widely used sources 
of protein. Preliminary tests using 
Dunaliella to feed fish and fowl are 
promising.

Electionitis 


IF ELECTIONS were held tomorrow, the Alignment would win 
62 Knesset seats to the Likud's 26, pollster Mina Zemach has 
reported. This would not only constitute a most decisive rever- 
sal of the 1977 political turnabout: it would be the first time in 
the country's history any party has won an absolute majority In 
parliament. 

This would be the result, says Dr. Zemach, if the Alignment 
were headed by Shimon Feres, and the Likud by Menahem 
Begin. By moving Ezer Weizman to the top of its list, the Ukud 
would stand to lose by only 40 seats to the Alignment's 52. 

It would still be no mean achievement for a party that, after 
nearly three decades in power, seemed condemned to a long 
spelt .out in the desert. 

Now public opinion measurement is not an exact science; the 
only pall that really matters is the election itself, and people 
tend to change their mind one way as well as the other. All these 
standard arguments against excessive reliance on the polls are 
still valid. 

But they cannot be mode to rub out patent facts. Dr. Zemach’s 
findings are entirely in line with those of her colleagues in rival 
polling organizations. All of them have shown the Alignment 
over the past many months push past the Likud in the people's 
favour — and widen the gap steadily. 

The overwhelming popular verdict on the Begin government's 
performance is too plain to ignore. 

Under the constitution, however, Premier Begin is entirely 
free to ignore it. Only the Knesset can cut his regime’s normal 
tour-year term short, and only by an absolute majority vote. 
The alternative is for the Ukud itself to decide that in order to 
avoid oblivion, it must replace Mr. Begin, perhaps with Mr. 
Weizman, and prevent elections. While many in the Likud and 
coalition would welcome this, there are few signs of the 
necessary political courage to do it. # 

Meanwhile, Labour chief Shimon Perea claimB there is 
already a latent Knesset majority to topple the government. It 
requires a decision of five or six Knesset Members to bolt the 
coalition. What prevents these five or six from joining up with 
the opposition in a bid to force a dissolution of the House, follow- 
ed by early elections, is most probably party discipline. 

The deterioration now in process will, however, in time loosen 
up the bonds of discipline. The necessary votes will in all 
likelihood come soon enough — if not from the Democrats 
B (whose Knesset faction is mostly Likud- leaning) , or the 
\ Liberals twho still have to show uie courage of their supposed 
? convictions i, then from the National Religious Party. 

I The NRP seems to be divided over the issue. Outwardly it is 
I sticking loyally by Mr. Begin. 

But within it there are powerful forces urging support for an 
early poll, as a prelude to a restoration of the “historic alliance'* 
with Labour. The main difference between NRP leaders such as 
Dr. Burg, the Interior minister, and Mr. Hammer, the education 
minister, seems to be over the tactics to be employed in extrac- 
ting the most ad vantageous terms for the NRP in a future coali- 
tion with Labour. 

But Labour should beware of striking such a sordid deal,, in Its 
(or Mr. Peres’) anxiety to capitalize on the present public mood 
for an electoral victory. In fact this type of horse-trading would 
only confirm the lingering suspicion among a great many voters 
that, when all is said and done. Labour and Mr. Peres himself 
are a doubtful improvement on the Likud. 

It should also not be lost on Labour that it owes the NRP 
nothing. The NRP's defection from partnership with Labour 
was what made the Begin regime possible in the first place. Nor 
can the NRP claim absolution from responsibility for some of 
the Likud government's worst excesses In foreign policy, and 
for its own avid backing of Agudah-inspired assaults on civil 
rights. 

There are natural forces at work to compel an early election 
without requiring a Labour payoff to the NRP. 

Labour and Mr. Peres would in any case do well to cool their 
display of avid hankering for a quick return to power — and con- 
centrate instead on demonstrating to a troubled public that they 
have something genuine to offer In terms of policy and 
leadership. 


Brief respite for Hurvitz 


MONDAY'S near-unanimous decision by the economic cabinet 
to cut the budget across the board to balance the wage Increase 
granted to the teachers, must be seen as a declaration of intent 
rather than a firm assurance that the budget cuts will be 
effected. 

Finance Minister Hurvitz desperately needed that declaration 
of intent in order to stave off freshly insistent wage demands. 
The existing labour agreements expire at the end of this month. 

The economic-cabinet announcement said that wage in- 
creases in the public sector will be countered by budget cuts, 
and will therefore mean unemployment. This is a warning to the 
Histadrut, and to particular unions, that such is the choice 
before them. 

But the credibility of this policy (which will still be appealed 
in the full cabinet next week by some of the ministers) depends 
not on the firm tones in which It is proclaimed, but on visible 
signs that it is being put into practice. 

It is doubtful whether an across-the-board cut of one -and- a- 
halE per cent can at all be visible in conditions of three-digit in- 
flation. Its implementation depends on an ability to fine-tune the 
economy land the Treasury's flow of cash) that has been con- 
spicuous by its absence even in times of relative price stability. 

The capacity of the administration to show effective control of 
the outlays and commitments of the various ministries has not 
improved in recent years. Budget cuts of the magnitude just an- 
nounced are well within the margin of error of translating 
current prices and outlays into constant value terms. 

To have, a visible impact, the budget cuts would have to be 
considerably larger, as Bank of Israel Governor Gafny con- 
tinues to recommend. Whether such bigger cuts are politically 
feasible is another matter. 

Mr. Hurvitz has been given a brief respite. It he really means 
to hold the line, he will have to use the breathing spell to re- 
examine the budget as a whole, rather than to try to effect the 
outs mechanically across the board. 

It will ir. any case r.ot be long before a supplementary budget 
will have to be prepared. Bowing to the sovereignty of each 
ministry by leaving each to set its own priorities is unlikely to be 
enough. The Treasury cannot escape the onus of taking the final 
decision as to which functions and services can be eliminated, 
and which take priority over others. 

The sooner such a re-examination is started, the better it will 
he and the greater will be the chance to evade some of the pre- 
election constraints.

America continues to depend on Arab oil, writes Post 
Washington Correspondent WOLF BLITZER. 
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IN THE WEEKS and months 
loading up to the Carter Ad- 
ministration's flip-flop vote con- 
demning Israel in the United 
Nations Security Council vote on 
settlements, several international 
developments were unfolding 
which combined to make it relative- 
ly easy for the U.S. to Jump on to the 
Anti -Israel bandwagon. 

The vote on March 1 came shortly 
After the U.S. had enlisted Arab and 
Islamic support for its UN in- 
itiatives calling for economic sanc- 
tions against Iran (not yet Im- 
plemented) and condemning the 
Soviet Invasion of Afghanistan. 

Ambassador Donald McHenry 
and his colleagues at the U.S. mis- 
sion to the UN had lobbied hard to 
win that and other Third World sup- 
port. They were apparently anxious 
to show their gratitude; condem- 
ning Israel offered an opportunity. 
It would demonstrate U.S. In- 
dependence from Israel. 

Since the Iran and Afghan crises, 
senior Carter Administration of- 
ficials have been using almost 
every opportunity to signal that the 
U.S. remains prepared — even anx- 
ious — to improve relations with all 
Islamic countries, including Iran, 
in the struggle against Soviet im- 
perialism. 

“The United States wishes friend- 
ly relations with all Moslem 
nations," National Security Ad- 
viser Zbigniew Brzezinskl said In a 
January Interview with "The Wall 
Street Journal.'* 

“This explicitly includes Iraq and 
Libya, countries with whom we , 
don't have irreconcilable 
differences."

as usual, was a prime mover in 
pressing for this so-called Islamic 
response to the Soviet moves — a 
response lately rebuffed by 
Pakistan. In any case, what the

Given the inability of the U.S., 
Western Europe and Japan to 
reduce their dependence on im- 
ported oil, this may be understan- 
dable. Translated Into action, it has 
meant major advantages for the 
Saudis: the latest advanced 
weaponry; kid-glove treatment in 
the State Department's annual 
human rights report ("open" and 
"egalitarian"); higher oil prices, 
■ and unprecedented transfers of 
UJS. wealth. . 

In 1973, the U .S. spent some $8 
billion on imported oil. Carter told a 
news conference on March 14 that 
that figure would jump to about 380 
billion this year. Others estimate 
that it might even reach 390 billion, 
a good chunk of which will go to 
Saudi Arabia. 
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BRZEZINSKTS incredible flirta- 
tion with the two major Arab Rejec- 
tionist states (Washington still has 
not renewed diplomatic relations 
with Iraq) was toned down for 
President Carter's State of the 


Union address to Congress: "We 
believe," Carter said, "that there 
are no irreconcilable differences 
between us and any Islamic nation, 
and we are ready to cooperate with 
ail Moslem countries." 

Left unsaid, but nevertheless 
clear. La the widely accepted 
assumption In the White House and 
the State Department that too close 
a relationship with Israel might 
hinder those efforts. 

Since 1948. the "Arabists" at the 
State Department, and more 
recently the “Islamists," have held 
that basic fear of close U.S. -Israeli 
ties. Lately, these two camps have 
combined to create some for- 
midable headaches for Jerusalem 
— election year or not. 

Behind the scenes, Saudi Arabia, 


SECRETARY OF STATE Cyrus 
Vance, addressing the Chicago 
Council on Foreign Relations on 
March 3, practically admitted oil 
this: “We now depend upon this 
area of the world for roughly 25 per 
cent of our annual Imports of oil," 
he said. 

"Our allies and others — develop- 
ing nations as well as Industrial — 
are even more dependent on oil 
from this region." he continued. 
"Approximately two-thirds of 
Western Europe’s oil Imports and 
three-fourths of Japan's come from 
the Persian Gulf. And we must 
remember that our own economic 
health is Intimately Ued to theirs."' 

It is from this unfortunate 
perspective that the Carter Ad- 
ministration — Indeed any U.S. ad- 
ministration which is dependent on 


Arab oil — must view Its policy 
towards the Arab-JsB&eU conflict. 

It helps to explain, fn large 
measure, why the U.S. '.has 
enthusiastically pursued its quest 
for a solution to the Palest ini a n 
question “in all Its aspects" (In the 
words of the Camp David accords): 

More specifically, it can help ex- 
plain why the Carter . Administra- 
tion — blunder or not — was 
prepared to vote in favour of the 
anti-Israel resolution at the UN 
Security Council.

THE RAOUL WALLENBERG HEARING 


Tn thr Editor nfThc Jcru-tnhrm Post 


Sir, — The Swedish diplomat 
Raoul Wallenberg, now 67, was sent 
to Budapest in July 1944 to help 
save the Jews there from the Nazi 
gas chambers. He was captured on 
January 17. 1949, by Soviet troops 
when they entered Budapest. 
Between July 1944 and January 
1945, Wallenberg saved about 20.000 
Jews through his personal interven- 
tion and about 100,000 indirectly. 

Until now, the Swedish Govern- 
ment has not been successful in Its 
negotiations with the Soviets to get 
Wallenberg released. The Soviets 
Insist that Wallenberg died in 1947 
from a heart attack in Ljubljanka 
prison. Several witnesses have seen 
him since that date. He was last 
seen in Byturka prison in 1975 and 
there is a second-hand report about 
him dated May 1978. 

Committees In several countries 
are supporting the Raoul 
Wallenberg Association and his 


sister and brother in their struggle 
to rescue him. 

In cooperation with the Inter- 
national Sakharov Committee, the 
Raoul Wallenberg Association is 
planning a hearing in Stockholm on 
May 2-3, during which witnesses 
and experts will be questioned by 
international personalities. We 
would like to hear from any people 
who have direct or second-hand in- 
formation about Raoul Wallenberg, 
the Swede who has been imprisoned 
in the Soviet Gulag since 1945.
